In general, the city was calm last 
night. There was some violent firing near the 
Vorwaert’s and the Mossel premises, but it was 
&oon put an end to. The railway strike is 
ended, the staff having almost everywhere re- 
sumed. 

Tke same Correspondent, writing on Wed- 
nesday, says:—The Government is now making 
& great display of force in Berlin. The Berliner 
Tageblatt, according to a Berlin telegram, says 
—-Áfter the Moabit quarter had been almost 
cleared of Spartacists, the centre of the town 
was to-day ocupied by a great number of Go- 
vernment troops. The area of occupation of 
the Government troops begins at the Breites- 
trasse, near the centre, and embraces the entire 
centre of the town. Heavy artillery was sta- 
tioned in the Doenhoffplatz and the Spittel- 
market. Several streets, which during the 
recent fighting were under fire from the Spar- 
tacists have been occupied by storming troops 
with machine guns. Infantry dethchments with 
flame throwers and machine guns have also 
entered the centre of the city. There were 
also to be seen howitzers, trains of field ar- 
tilery, armoured motor cars and tanks. 
Numerous columns of infantry marched along 
the Potsdammerstrasse to the Tiergarten. The 
north-west and northern districts of the city 
were also occupied this afternoon by Govern- 
ment troops, and many streets were closed. The 
Government troops have also commenced the 
Occupation of the suburb of Neu Koelln. 


FIGHT AT BUER.

LONDON ACTRESS'S 
DEATH. 


FURTHER EVIDENCE OF 
DRUG HABIT. 

The sensational death of Miss Billie Carleton, 
the popular young actress on the day after the 
Victory Ball, was further inquired into by the 
Westminster Coroner yesterday. This was the 
fourth sitting. The great interest aroused in 
the case had attracted immense crowds to the 
court at the previous sittings, but yesterday 
only those admitted were witnesses, legal repre- 
sentatives, Officials, and the Press. A large 
concourse assembled outside. ’ 

It was stated at the outset that Don Kimful, 
whose name had been mentioned in connection 


with the case, was ill, suffering from pleurisy, 
and was unable to attend. 

Miss Booker, Miss Carleton’s maid, who was 
recalled, stated that two telephone messages 


| were received on the day of the Victory Ball. 


The first was from De Veulle’s maid, M'Ginty, 
who asked if Miss Carleton was there. She was 
out, and witness promised to tell her when she 
returned. About three-quarters of an hour 
later there was another telenhone message from 
De Veulle himself, and when Miss Carleton 
came in witness told her about it. 

Crossexamined by Mr. Chatterton for De 
Veulle, the witness admitted that when she 
first gave her evidence she stated that she only 
knew it was De Veulle who was speaking by 
the voice.

A RETREAT IN DISORDER. 


DANGEROUS SITUATION IN 
PETROGRAD.

SOVIET TROOPS MAY HAVE TO

Dorpat, in Livonia, 157 miles south-east of 
Riga, has been taken by the Esthonians and 
Russian Volunteers, says a Times war telegram 
from Helsingfors on Wednesday. The Bol- 
shevists are retreating in disorder. The enemy 
have had to withdraw a great part of their 
regular troops from the Esthonian front owing 
to the strike of the majority of the workmen 
in Petrograd and the disorders due to famine. 
lt will evidently be necessary for the Bolshevists 
to retire on the line Narva-Pskoff, 80 to 160 
miles from Petrograd, and defend the railway 
lines to Dvinsk and Vilna., 

According to information which comes to me 
direct from Petrograd, the Bolshevist leaders, 
at an important Soviet meeting on Sunday, 
openly declared the situation in the city to be 
so dangerous that the troops would have to 
evacuate it. Certain Red Army @etachments 
sent to the Esthonian front had refpsed to fight, 
and abandoned their arms oe munitions. 
After a long discussion, in which Zinovieff de- 
scribed Great Britain as the most hateful enemy 
of Bolshevism, the Executive Committee was 
given full powers to act in accordance with 
circumstances. Several Sdviet delegates have 
been set on by a crowd of factory women.

GENERAL DENIKIN IN CHARGE OF ALL

Reuter’s Agency learns that, according to a 
telegram received yesterday from M. Neratoff,

M. Sazonoff, in agreement with General Krass- 
noff, Hetman of the Don Cossacks, and General 
Filimonoff, Hetman of the Kubian Cossacks.

Telegraphing on January 15th, the Press As- 
sociation’s Paris Correspondent says>—Une re- 
sult of this morning’s meeting of the Conference 
has been the decision that nething relating to. 
the sittings of the Conference may be published, | 
beyond what is contained in the communiqué, 
which will be issued henceforth regularly by 
the Inter-Allied Press Committee. his body 
will consist of two delegates of each of the five 
Great Powers, against whose joint decision there . 
is no appeal. Inis news will surprise none Of | 
the British journalists who have been sent to 
Paris to report on the Conference. They were 
informed yesterday in the plainest terms, and 
on the highest authority, that, so far as the 
British delegation is concerned, no information 
would be given to any journalist, beyond that, 
to be issued officially through Sir George Rid- 
dell, Vice-Chairman of the Newspaper Pro- 
prietors’ Association, at the conclusion of every 
sitting of the Conference. The British Press 
and public who read it owe much to Sir George 
Riddell’s untiring activity on their behalf, but 
they are apparently to be deprived of the bene- 
fit of his independent activity, which will be 
merged in that of the ten authors of the future 
official communiqués.

Somet at a theatre one has observed the | 
moment of embarrassment which comes when 
the curtain obstinately refuses to roll up and 
disclose the carefully prepared scene within. 
Through such a moment the diplomacy of the 
world is now passing. We have heard that 
secret diplomacy has played its part and made 
its exit for ever. Unfortunately we applauded | 
its exit too soon. The stage is set, the actors 
are ready, and the audience is eager, but the 
curtain refuses to budge. If it went up “ pre- 
maturely " it would throw the glare of the 
footlights on a fact that is ee patent to 
prabvhade in the audience—that there are differ- 
ences, and acute differences, among the innumer- 
able nations whosé envoys have gathered 
in Paris for the Peace Conference. and 
that even among the five Great Powers, upon 
whose decisions the fate of mankind depends for 
several generations to come, there are sharp and 
not diminishing discords. The Governments of 
the Great Powers are néw engaged in the settle- 
ment of these differences, and they fear, per- 
haps with reason, that keen public discussion of 
them in the various countries concerned will not 
help them in their task.

this telegram to President Wilson’ he replied— 
“ What an abominable he!” The Conference 
is in favour of the principle of according 
publicity to its debates, M. Clemenceau con- 
tinued, but it considers it necessary to keep 
certain. matters secret, in order not to create 
bad feeling. If we wish to form a Leagues of 
Nationa, it is not enough to draw up a text. 
We must have that mental disposition which 
will enable us to give this League of Nations 
life. We wish to end this war by full accord 
between civilised nations for the high ideal of 
better humanity. In the course of his speech 
M. Clemenceau further stated that the French 
Government did not intend to change ite policy 
with regard to Russia.

Apparently the definite removal of the censor- 
ship restrictions from. the British as well as the 
American Press constitutes an additional reason 
why the flow of authentic news from thé Quai 
d'Orsay should be as free as possible for the 
guidance of correspondents. 


FRENCH PRESS OPINION. ° 


Discussing the relations between thé delega- 
tions to the Peace Conference and the Press, 
the Temps writes—It is impossible not to assure 
complete equality of treatment of the Press of 
all Allied and associated countries, and since the 
United States and Great Britain abhor the 
idea of imposing restrictions on their news- 
papers, the natural consequence would be to 
adopt a system of the widest tolerance for 
everyone. On the other hand, it would be 
barmful to announce to enemy Governments 
differences ‘of opinion, which are bound to 
occur in the course of the discussions. Natur- 
ally, contrary views will be reconciled, but it 
would be highly unsatisfactory that Germany 
should know the daily history of these diffe- 
rences, and try to exploit them. These re- 
marks suffice to show that a working system 
must be found, and it is in order to give. their 
views on the subject that the Press representa- 
tives have been summoned this afternoon. 


INVITATIONS AND PROCEDURE. 


In a message, dated Paris, Wednesday, the 
Press Association’s Correspondent says :—Invita- 
tions to attend the first meeting of the Peace 
Conference were sent out this eveni by the 
secretariat of the French delegation. “The ‘docu- 
ment was addressed to the diplomatic repre- 
sentatives in Paris of the States concerned, and 
was worded as follows :— 

' “ Paris, January 15th, 1919. © 
i “ Monsieur the Ambassador (or Minister) 
or 

““The meeting of the preliminary Inter-Allied 
Peace Conference will held on Saturday, 
January 18th, at 3.0’clock in the afternoon, at 
the Ministry for Foreign Affairs. It has been 
decided that your Government may be repre- 
sented there by delegates. I have the 
honour to request you to transmit to the dele 
gates nominated by your Government an in- 
vitation to attend the meeting. I beg you to 
inform me as soon as possible of the names of 
the persons who will be present at this initial 
sitting. Please accept, Monsieur, the assurance 
of my high consideration.” 

The formula was varied in the case of Great 
Britain, on account of the representation of the 
British Dominions. 

In this case the letter of invitation ran :— 

“It has been decided that your Government 
may be represented by five delegates, and, in 
addition, the Dominions will be represented b 
two delegates each for Canada, Australia, Sout 
Africa, and India, including the native States, 
and one delegate for New Zealand.” 

The delegates will be grouped in the Confer- 
ence hall, by States, in alphabetical order. 
First will come the representatives of the Great 
Powers—the British haoire, America, France, 
Italy, and Japan—and then the plenipotentiaries 
of the other anis When all the delegatiens 
are installed, M. Poincaré will make hig entry, 
and will take his seat in the Presidential 
fauteuil, and deliver the inaugtiral address, 
when, having declared the sitting open, he will 
withdraw. 

M. Clemenceau will succeed him in the Presi- 
dency, as chief of the. French delegation, and 
will. ask the assembly to nominate an Inter- 
Allie? Bureau, which will include independently 
the President and Vice-Presidents of the Gene- 
ral Secretariat. The rules of the Conference 
as elaborated by the Premiers and Ministers of 
Foreign Affairs of the five Great Powers will 
then read, and will be ratified as they stand 
by the Plenary Assembly. It seems not impro- 
bable that the discussions may take place both 
in French and English. 

The Conference has decided that as each 
delegation joins an indivisible whole, the States 
represented, whatever may be the number of 
their delegates, will each have the right to one 
vote. The vote of the British Dominions, tn 

articular, will be merged in that of the British 

impire. The principle is thus being applied of 
the sovereignty of States, in virtue of which 
ali States are equal. 

The panel system’ announced in the com- 
muniqué Was adopted at the request and for the 
convenience of foreign delegates. By this 
means they escape the necessity of imposing on 
the same plenipotentiaries the obligation to fol- 
low the a M of the Conference for long 
woeks without being able to visit their own 
countries, where their presence may be neces- 
sary, especially that of Government chiefs or 
Ministers. This method of procedure also 
makes it easy to call in the assistance of techni- 
cal delegates who have specialised in the study 
of certain questions, as, for instance, M. Leon 
Bourgeois as the French adviser regarding the 
Society of Nations. By this me moreover, 
the British Empire will always be Able to ad- 
mit among the five delegates appointed to fol- 
low the whole of the discussion one or more re- 

resentatives of the Dominions, and India, who 

ave so valiantly assisted the mother country 

during the war, and shown themselves entirely 
worthy of the honour of defending the general 
interests of the British Empire.

JAPANESE REPRESENTATIVES. 


Reuter’s Agency learns that an official tele- 
gram received from Tokio yesterday gives the 
composition of Japan’s Delegation to the Peace 
Conference. At its head is the Marquis Saionji, 
who will leave Japan in February, by & 
Japanese steamer, direct for Marseilles. He is 
due in Paria early in March. Other dele- 
gates, making the total of five, are—Baron 
Makino, and the Japanese Ambassadors at 
London, Paris, and Rome. Baron Makino, ac- 
companied by Vice-Admiral Takeshita, Vice- 
President of the Naval Board; General Nara, 
of the Tokio War Office, and a party of about 
thirty, including a number of Japanese busi- 
ness men, is now on his way across the 
Atlantic. 


REPRESENTATION OF SIAM. 


The Paris Temps understands that Siam, 
which played an effective part in the war, will 
be represented by two a Ota and not by 
one only, as was stated. The Temps adds:— 
lt is probable that at the plenary sitting of 
the Conference on Saturday certain Powers 
will raise a protest against the decision to 
grant them only two delegates each. 


HIGHEST TYPE OF CIVILISATION 


An Ottawa telegram, dated Thursday, states— 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, addressing & convention 
of Eastern Ontario Liberals, said that he did

The current issue of The Enginecr anvounces 
a scheme to establish train ferries across the 
Irish Channel, with the special objec. of deve- 
loping the Lrish dead meat export wade. Lhe 
Irish Packing Company, with «4 capital of 
£500,000, under the chairmansiip of Sir Arthur 
Du Cros, has commenced operations” at 
Drogheda, and contemplates extensions at 
Dubiin and Waterford. For the iatter centres 
the company contempiate, says The Anyimecr, 
the use of train ferries, in order to save the 
double transhipment of the meat, and to facili- 
tate its passage to the English market. Berths 
for the accommodation of train ferries are to 
be provided at the Alexandra Basin, Lublin, by 
arrangement with the Dubiin lor und 
Docks Board, and at Fleetwood by arrange 
ment with the Lancashire and Yorkshire Kaul- 
way Company, and subsequently at Waterford, 
from which place a train terry service will be 
maintained to and from Southampton, end to a 
port in South Wales, to be suusequentiy de- 
cided upon. The project is receiving the sup- 
port of the Irish Uffice, and negotiations have 
been started with the War Department tor the 
purchase at a valuation of three of the train 
terries which have been stccossiully used by 
the Inland Waterways and Docks.
